President of Mexico Declines 


To Accept' Mediation; 


WiU Fight It Oat 


Vera Cnw, Dee. 13.—(By_ the A. 


P.)—Newspaper correspondents ac- 
companying the rebel armies ia their 
advance on Mexico City telegraphed 
early this rooming that the situa- 
tion in' the state of Paebla was un- 
changed but that a battle apparently 
was imminent. 


The main body of the insurgent 


troops has joined the advance guard 
and the rebels are now entrenched 
in a line that runs from Esperanza 
northwest to Orients, a distance of 
35 miles and thence weSt to Apizaes, 
a stretch of 30 piles. 
The Obregon' forces are centered 
at San Andres, 30 miles sooth of 
Oriental, where Generals Topete and 
Almanazan have about 1,000 men. At 
Tuhnacan, 35 miles, south, of Esper- 
anza, two generals have a similar 
nnnmber ofTroops, and at San Mar- 
eos>the loyalists have another body 
of troops. It is evidently the aim 
of the Obregon forces to prevent the 
Esperanza and Oriental rebel col- 
umns from meeting; at San Marcos, 
where the Mexican and inter-oceanic 
railways cross each other. 
"It is between these points, sure- 
ly," writes one correspondent, "that 
the deciding battle for the posses- 
sion of Mexico City will be fought."

Minneapolis for some­ 
time suffering, it was understood, 
from a complication of diseases. 
Mr, Tharalson, who was 66 years 
of age, was born in Fyrfesdal, Nor­ 
way, June 1, 1867, and in 1868 his

moved to Walsh county. North Da­ 
kota. 
Since 1885 Mr Tharalso count­

Extreme loyalty toward the North 
Dakota National Guard characterized 
the life of Mr. Tharalson. 
He was 
a member of the guard from 1889 
until 1017, a

He served in

an officer.

President of Mexico Declines

Mediation; 
Will Fight It Out 


Vera Cruz. Dec. 13 — (By the A. 
F ■)—Newspaper correspondents ac­ 
companying the rebel armies in their 
advance on Mexico City telegraphed 
early this morning that the situa­ 
tion in the state of Puebla was un- 
Aanged but that a battle apparently 
was imminent. 
The main body of the insurgent 
troops has joined the advance guard 
and the rebels are now entrenched 
in b line that runs from Esperanza 
northwest to Oriento, a distance of 
35 miles and thence we*t to Apizac'], 
a stretch of 30 piles. 
The Obregon forces are centered 
at San Andres, 30 miles south of 
Oriental, where Generals Topete and 
Almanazan have about 1,000 men. At 
Tuhuacan, 35 miles south of Esper­ 
anza, two gcnerajs have a similar 
nunmber of troops, and at San Mar- 
cosVhe loyalists have another body 
of troops. 
It is evidently the aim 
of the Obregon forces to prevent the 
Esperanza and Oriental rebel col­ 
umns from meeting at San Marcos, 
where th'c Mexican and inter-oceanic 
railways cross each other. 
“It is between these points, sure­ 
ly,’’ writes one correspondent, “that 
the deciding battle for the posses­ 
sion of Mexico City will be fought.’’

the

station. 
“Failure iij any one:.of these factors 
means failure in the' whole poultry' 
program and the development with 
any one or more of these factors to 
thd neg^ct to any’.one, oL them the 
greattir 
will be tl^e 
failure,'' the 
poultryman declared. 
“Hens from 
‘V best.Tprodudtion 
stock in America-, if n ot pjre|i*rly fed 
and housed will not prove latisfac- 
tory. 
“Excellent production stock, pro­ 
perly fed and properly housed may 
even prove unsatisfactory if tbe bus­ 


iness mOBagement is neglected and 
no consideration given to the care­ 
ful marketing of the production. 
’ 
“Culling is merely one phases of 
the breeding factor and should not 
be looked upon as panacea for all 
the poultry' troubles, for alone, it 
will not relieve all the 
difficulty 
even though it may increase the hen 
production per year. 
“Culling is a comparatively simple 
! operation, yet should be done with 
much discretion, and where properly 
done, will do much to improve the 
farm flock in 
vitality, 
production 
and breed quality. 
Hunting Out Diseaae 
“The first thing to look ?or is any 
indication of disease or wcifkness of 
any kind. 
Vitality is 
essential to 
production, and all diseased or weak 
individuals 
should 
be 
eliminated 
from the flock, regardlesa of produc­ 
tion 
tendencies. 
The 
undersized, 
slow developing bird will never be a 
maxiftium producer and the course, 
unusually large and beefy bird will 
also be a lower producer. 
"Ev»4y breeder should^ know his 
breed and his flock, even the indi- 
'viduals in the flock. 
The better one 
knows the breed alld flock the fetter 
one can cull.

“The time of year that the 
hen 
molts is important in -detecting pro- 
¡ diiction, hut the time it talles her to 
molt is even moro important. 
The 
real early molter usually molts slow­ 
ly and takc.s u long time for it, and, 
is usually u low or medium producer | 
while the late molter usually molts j 
rapidly and is usually a more profi­ 
table producer.

Younsr men who are wasting their time should read and 
ponder the following, written some 200 years ago by the 
philosopher, Voltaire:

Nothing is shorter, because it is insufficient for 
all our plans. Nothing is slower for him who waits, nothing 
more rapid for him who enjoys, 
“T.me stretches out to the infinite in greatness. It is in­ 
finitely divisible in littleness. 
All men neglect time. 
All 
regr t its loss. Nothing can be done without time. It wipes 
out all that is unworthy of posterity, and immortalizes great 
things.” 


The procrastinator, who habitually puts off until tomor­ 
row the things that should be done today, will read Voltaire’s 
bit of philosophy concerning time and reflect: “A fine senti­ 
ment, swell piece of writing.”

Pulitzer, who 
bought the New York World from 
Jay Gmild In 1888. whs so poor that 
he was turned away ftoilii, a New 
York hdtelforilaek of sp cqnts with 
wblclf te pay for a bed. in less 
thku 20 yeifs he bouibt tbis hotel. 
puTlqd It down and ei-ectcd To, Us 
place the Pulitzer bulldlat, a( that 
time one of the larm t- business 
buildings In New York, where he 
houséd the New York World. 
One 
of the Rothschilds once, remarked 
that If he bad apt lost his eyesight 
and his health PnUtiqr would have 
collected Into his ’handa all the 
money there wae. 
Pulitzer was born in the village 
of Mako, near Budapest In Hungary 
April 10, 1847. 
His father wae a 
Jew hla mother a Chriatlan. At the 
age of sixteen he migrated to the 
United States. He landed without 
friends and without money and un­ 
able to speak a word, of Bntflek He 
enlisted Imffledlately Iff ai regiment 
composed chiefly of CMrmahs and 
In #bl<ih German wae the prevail­ 
ing tongue.
